GRAIN & FEED 


Out-of-province stock promoters are again up 
to their time-worn but effective tactics of sending 
out glowing reports on a crtain stock by mail and 
then following up with a high-pressure long distance 
phone call. Despite all the publicity that has been 
given this racket over the years a surprising number 
of people still fall for it — enough at last to make 
it worth the promoters’ efforts. 

Three or four years ago quite a few Vulcan 
names got on the “sucker” list and one or two of 
the phone call recipients ended up with some practi¬ 
cally worthless stock in return for a not inconsider¬ 
able amount of money. 

Now a Hutterite colony in the Lethbridge area 
is reported to have dropped as much as $500,000 by 
getting involved in Ontario penny mining stocks. 
Many who do fall for this type of smooth, high pres¬ 
sure promotion are loath to admit it and hope that 
some way, they will recover their money. 

The Alberta Securities Commission, which has 
no control over out-of-the-province stock promoters, 
receives at least one call a week from persons who 
have been subjected to high pressure eastern promo¬ 
tions. The Securities Commission advises that if you 
are interested in buying stocks you should only buy 
from brokers registered with the Commission and 
members of the investment dealers association.

Early Store Employees 
Back At Same Old Stand 


Back meeting the public once 
more during Wolfe’s Hardware 
50th Anniversary celebration last 
week were two men who knew 
the business from way back when, 
Roy Gold and Del McQueen. Only 
(he location was the same. Gone 
were the kerosene lanterns,' oiled 
floors, scrubbing boards, and the 
smell of a store full of leather 
harness equipment. Last week 
these gentlemen, sporting bright 
red jackets, were seated next to 
a six-foof long deep-freeze and on 
either side were electric ranges, 
TV sets, automatic washers and 
display counters lull of items un¬ 
heard of to another generation. 

Del McQueen’s association with 
Wolfe’s was of less than a year’s 
duration. In 1916 he came from 
Lethbridge to work at the store 
for the late John Wolfe Sr. In 1916 
he left to serve overseas in World 
War I and on his return he lived 
at Lethbridge for several years 
before coming to Vulcan where he 
eventually entered the municipal 
field where he still serves as sec¬ 
retary-treasurer of the County of 
Vulcan. 

For Roy Gold, Vqlpan represent¬ 
ed a hope for better things to 
come. At Grassy Lake where he 
had been a hardware employee, 
repeated crop failures had brought 
deterioration to the economy of 
the area and a salesman had been 
keeping his eyes open for a more 
promising location for the young 
man. This situation came about in 
1923 when Bob Gleason, the one- 
man staff of John Wolfe Sr., was 
visited by hts brother from Ireland 
and promptly took off with him 
for the land of his birth, leaving 
Mr. Wolfe somewhat stranded. 

Hearing the call from this more 
prosperous area, Mr. Gold left his 
wife at Grassy Lake and arrived 
at Vulcan October 26, got a room 
at the Vulcan Hotel and went to 
work. * 

Mr. Gold must have left an air 
of confidence arid security behind 
him in his duties around the store 
because two months later on New 
Year’s Day Mr. Wolfe got married 
and took off on an extended tour 
around the Panama Canal and to 
New York, leaving his new man 
in charge. 

This was also the fall of the

At one time the family lived in 
the present McCullough house and 
in 1929 Mr. Gold bought the house 
up from the Beaver Lumber Yard, 
in which they lived and raised two 
daughters, Florence, now Mrs. W. 
J. Bush of Whiteroek, B.C. and 
Clara, Mrs. Howard Tharle ot 
this district. 

In 1951 Mr. Gold retired and the 
couple continued to live at the 
same house until last fall when 
they moved into the Peter Dawson 
Lodge, where they are still happily 
active and in good health.
